The plants listed are all strong, dormant, two-year-old field grown, 
PLANTING NOTES 


An open sunny position sheltered from north winds is desirable. Roses 
will grow in any good well drained garden soil. To get the best results 
in quantity and quality of bloom the bed should be prepared in the autumn; 
dig it to a depth of two to three feet, filling in with a mixture of sod from an 
old pasture and well rotted cow manure. 

All budded or grafted Roses should be planted so that the junction “B” 
(see cut) of stock and scion will be at least three inches below the surface of 
ground “A.” If this is done there will be little danger of “suckering,” which 

is the only objection offered against budded roses. They 


are more vigorous, produce finer flowers, bear sooner 
and are just as hardy and are even more permanent 
than.own root plants. Be sure and tread the soil firmly 
about the roots, and give a thorough watering if the 
soil is dry. Keep the soil cultivated during the sum- 
mer months; if this is done, weekly watering is all that 
will be necessary. 


Start pruning in the Spring, beginning with Hybrid 
Perpetuals in March. Remove two-year-old wood and 
prune down the previous season’s growth at least one- 
half. Cut back weak growth severely. All canes should 
be cut off about a quarter of an inch above an outside 
bud. Hybrid Teas are better not pruned till they first 
start growth. Dead or unhealthy wood is readily de- 
tected and can be cut away. They do not need as severe 
pruning as Hybrid Perpetuals. Climbing or Rambler 
Roses require no pruning in spring beyond cutting out 
the very old or dead wood, or to make the growth con- 
form to the space to be covered. After blooming, the 
old flowering shoots may be removed, thus encourag- 
ing the growth of new shoots for the following year.

DECIDUOUS TREES 
HINTS FOR PLANTING 


The rules for successful planting are few and simple, but they should be 
carefully followed. 

Wherever possible the ground should first be dug and, if necessary, ‘en- 
riched. This digging should extend over a larger space than is required to 
merely plant the trees. A hole should be made large enough and sufficiently 
deep to allow all the roots to be spread out in their natural position. The 
plant should be set about the same depth as it stood in the nursery. 

Fine soil free from manure should be worked in around the roots and when 
these are well covered the earth must be well tamped, leaving an inch or two 
on the surface loose for the taking in and conserving of moisture. Firm 
planting is a prime necessity. 

Trees with any weight of head should be firmly staked for a year at least, 
the swaying by wind being fatal to the starting of young fibrous roots. 

Water if necessary, and in very exposed positions a slight mulch for a 
short time is a help. Onno account allow the roots to dry out during the 
planting operation. J

EVERGREEN TREES 


A class of indispensable trees for parks, private and public grounds, pos- 
sessing varied characteristics of growth, form and coloring of foliage, and 
adapted to a variety of soils. They are particularly valuable for ornamental 
planting, since they are always objects of beauty, summer and winter alike, 
giving special charm to our landscape when deciduous trees are leafless. 


HINTS FOR PLANTING. 


The better Evergreens will be received from the nursery with balls of 
earth wrapped in burlap about the roots. If these are dry when received it is 
well to thoroughly moisten before unwrapping. The burlap should be re- 
moved, also a little of the soil, giving the roots free access to the soil in which 
the tree is planted. Care is necessary in planting Evergreens to see that the 
soil is not dry. A good soaking of water at the time is generally advisable 
and to ensure a healthy growth watchfulness in this connection is essential. 
With these additions the general planting hints on page 6 may be followed.

HINTS FOR PLANTING. 


Soil. Fibrous loam is for all purposes the best soil, though any good gar- 
den soil may be made to serve as a foundation for building up a good border. 
Where clay predominates, a heavy dressing of straw manure ard lime well 
worked in, will improve the texture greatly. Sandy soil should also have a 
dressing of well decayed manure with the addition of some clay soil if poss- 
ible. Bone meal or any of the cooler fertilizers are useful for this purpose. - 


Preparation. It is essential that the preparation, should be thorough, dig- 
ging where possible to a depth of two feet. If the subsoil is clay, that should 
be well dug also, leaving it at the bottom of the trench and well working in 
the dressing through the entire depth. The roots will quickly find their way 
down to this apparently poor food. Where necessary, drainage in some form 
will help, but given a decent aspect and thorough cultivation, this is not often 
necessary. 


Planting. In planting, a generally safe guide is to plant from 12 to 20 
inches apart, according to the height and vigor of the varieties selected. Make 
holes large enough to lay out all roots and plant firmly. 


Protection. A little protection for nearly all the hardy plants in winter is 
advisable; not a protection so much against the frost, as against mild winter 
weather. Hardy plants may be killed by alternate freezing and thawing. A 
covering of leaves or loose stable litter will be found beneficial, two or three 
inches spread loosely over, after a little frost is all that is required.
